5 seek election to 
school board June 8

Five candidates-including 
incumbent Romulus Commu- 
nity School Board members 
Kenneth Berlinn and Pat 
Patterson-filed for the June 8 
school election Monday. 

Romulus voters also will be 
given an opportunity to vote on 
a “Schools of Choice” referen- 
dum. The tentative language 
for the question asks, “Shall 
the Romulus Community 
Schools, Wayne County, Michi- 
gan, have schools of choice 
within the school district?” 

The other three candidates 
include Debra Hoffman, assis- 
tant city finance director; 
Donna Lindquist Capron, a 
new arrival from Illinois, and 
Pauline Calhoun, a lab techni- 
cian with Kerr Manufacturing 
Co. of Romulus. 

While the candidates all 
agree on their hope that the 
campaign will not take on sex- 
ist overtones with two male in- 
cumbents facing three female 
challengers, the challengers 
feel that issues abound this 
year. 

Challengers expressed con- 
cerns regarding school district 
finances, numerous 7-0 school 
board votes, low Michigan Ed- 
ucational Assessment Pro- 
gram scores, the number of 
trips Romulus school board 
members take and the status of 
the current construction effort 
based on an approved $45 mil- 
lion capital program that in- 
volves heavy computer 
opportunities for students. 

Berlinn, 57, was appointed 
to the Romulus School board 
in 1981 and has since been re- 
elected in 1982, 1984 and 1988. 
He also was appointed last 
year to the Romulus Planning

Commission and is serving as 
the school board representa- 
tive since. 

He has served both as presi- 
dent and vice president of the 
board during his tenure, but 
holds neither office at this 
time. 

Berlinn said he is seeking a 
fourth term, “because I am 
concerned about the future of 
our young people and the qual- 
ity of education our young peo- 
ple are receiving.” 

Berlinn added, “I have been 
a major part of the district’s re- 
furbishing of buildings and 
our dream of the future in edu- 
cation, going into the next cen- 
tury with the new technology 
in education. I want to see 
these projects completed.” 

Patterson, 46, who is now 
completing his second four- 
year term, stated that he, 
“would like to see the current 
technology implementation 
and building projects com- 
pleted.” 

He has lived in Romulus all

his life and is a 1964 graduate 
of Romulus Senior High 
School and attended Alpena 
Community College. He cur 
rently is operations foreman of 
the Sun Pipe Line Company. 

Patterson said he has 
served both as school board 
president and vice president 
during his eight-year tenure. 
He currently serves as vice 
president. 

Hoffman has lived in Ro- 
mulus for 36 years and has 
served as assistant finance di- 
rector for four years. Both she 
and her husband, Michael, are 
Romulus Senior High School 
graduates. She also is attend 
ing Wayne County Community 
College pursuing a degree in 
accounting. 

The Hoffmans also are par- 
ents of two school children, 
one in kindergarten and one in 
the fourth grade. 

Hoffman said she is con 
cerned about the school dis-

The Belleville-Wayne area 
volunteer chairman of the 
Michigan “Perot for Presi- 
dent” effort was chased off the 
Belleville Post Office property 
Monday after gathering about 
50 signatures. 

Perot, a Texas billionaire, is 
seeking a place on the Novem- 
ber ballot in Michigan as an 
independent candidate for 
president. Local volunteers 
are seeking to gather about 
37,000 voter signatures by 
April 16, so that they can be 
assured of having the needed 
26,656 signatures demanded by 
Michigan election officials. 

Then the signature collec- 
tion drive will speed up again 
to collect additional names to 
send a, “loud and clear mes- 
sage to Congress that the 
American people are mad and 
want a major change in gov- 
ernment,” a Perot spokesman 
said. 

Donna Collins-the local 
chairman-returned to a “right 
of way” portion near the post 
office on Tuesday morning and 
resumed her collection drive. 

Collins revealed that she 
had set up about 9 a.m. Mon 
day and after collecting about 
50 voter signatures was asked 
by Belleville Post Office offi- 
cials to remove her materials 
from the property there. 

As the local Perot effort is 


staffed by many first-time vol- 
unteers, Collins sought out an 
opinion on the issue from 
many sources. She was finally 
advised to stay in the “right of 
way” if she wanted to collect 
such signatures. 

Many of the area coordina- 
tors were called to Romulus 
Tuesday night for a first major 
get-together, as a prelude to 
asking Perot himself to make a 
stop here early this spring. 

Perot was quoted (shortly 
after the Michigan primary) as 
stating, “If concerned Ameri- 
cans work to put me on 50 
statewide ballots this fall, I 
will campaign for president.” 

Michigan volunteers--and 
Judy Werner of Grosse lie in 
particular- took him at his 
word and have opened a state- 
wide headquarters at the 
Royce Hotel in Romulus. 
Werner was named the state 
campaign chairman. 

Their efforts were spurred 
by recent political caucuses 
such as one in Vermont that 
showed Democratic front run 
ner Arkansas Gov.Bill Clinton 
coming up third in a two-man 
race and political surveys 
showing voters are heavily op 
posed to Clinton and his Dem 
ocratic opponent, former 
California Gov. Jerry Brown 
and even President Bush. 

Clancy Eldredge, Perots 
campaign coordinator, re- 
vealed Perot's 800 numbers 
went into action April 1 at the 


Royce Hotel. A few glitches 
were reported in the first 24 
hours of the largely volunteer 
effort 

An official print out given to 
area coordinators last Thurs- 
day entitled “Amateurs Can- 
not Run a Viable Campaign” 
admitted the biggest problem 
in the young campaign -was 
the fact the volunteers left the 
hotel campaign offices only a 
short time before the 800 lines 
were operable at 6 p.m. 

“Then at 8 p.m., just as the 
boards were to go down for the 
night, the phone banks ex- 
ploded with potential calls 
and all we could do is shake 
our heads,” Eldredge said. 

Perot area coordinators 
were told. “We blew it. And 
quite honestly we will be 
shakey the next few days, until 
we coordinate block times 
with all of you.’* the print out 
concluded. 

The tongue in-cheek (Ama- 
teurs Can't) headline on the 
print out was taken from a 
televised quote made by a po- 


litical science professor from 
Southern Methodist Univer 
sity. 

Eldredge explained that the 
800 numbers will be answered 
from 10 a.m. to 8 p.m. daily. “I 
urge callers to be patient if 
they get busy signals, as the 
full team of volunteers is not 
on duty yet.” 

After the needed signatures 
are collected, Eldredge said, 
and the campaign goes into 
full swing the phones will be 
answered from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. 
daily.

Eldredge. of Grosse lie. who 
also serves as Perot’s state me 
dia coordinator, is on hand 
daily to greet the press at the 
fourth floor campaign site and 
answer many of the questions 
on Perot's stance on many po- 


litical issues. 

Since most of Perot’s cam- 
paign platforms have yet to be 
developed - Eldredge has 
been limited in the early set- 
up days of the campaign to 
simply giving the press a mini- 
autobiography of Perot, names 
of campaign coordinators and 
a few choice themes such as 
“No Longer Powerless”, “Are 
You Mad Enough Yet? M , 
“Perot? Sure He’s Wealthy. But 
You Know What That 
Means. ..He Can't Be Bought!” 
and “Not a White Knight.. Just 
the Right Knight” 

One of the first volunteers to 
sign on Perot’s local team was 
Martha Andrews of Romulus. 
Andrews said she got involved 
because she wasn’t happy with 
the current choices of presi- 
dential candidates and hopes 
Perot could be that “someone” 
who can maybe do something 
in Washington to straighten 
out the current political mess. 

Potential volunteers, who 
are calling the local 800 nu- 
mbers. are basically asking 
“How can I get involved?”, El 
dredge said. 

“We stress this is not a (nor 
mal> political drive.” Eldredge 
said. “It is a public outcry for 
change in America ” 

The initial drive for signed 
petitions in support of putting 
Perot on the Michigan ballot 
calls for the gathering of 26 656 
such signatures. Eldredge 
said. “Because of potential 


challengees we will set a goal 
of 37,000 such signatures,” he 
said, and later, “seek hundreds 
of thousands of signatures to 
show that Perot is not just a 
populist candidate.” 

Eldredge said, “We have al 
ready received all kinds of 
pledges of signatures from Wil- 
low Run General Motors plant 
employees as well as various 
Ford Motor Company Assem 
bly workers.” 

Perot will not accept any 
major endorsements from 
groups at this time, Eldredge 
said, “Because we don’t want 
anyone to think we are cap- 
tives of any pressure groups.”

Up in the air 

Hearing regarding noise planned

Residents concerned about 
airport noise or flight patterns 
that appear to intersect over 
their homes will have an op- 
portunity to express those con 
cerns at a public hearing 
scheduled for later this month 
by the Federal Aviation Ad- 
ministration. 

The FAA will conduct the 
hearing between the hours of 3 
to 8 p.m. on April 30 at the 
Ramada Inn. 8270 Wickham 
Road, in Romulus. 

The FAA and Wayne County 
recently completed a 180 day 
test of flight patterns at the 
Metropolitan Airport in Ro- 
mulus and officials say they 
will be sharing the test results 
with the public. The FAA will 
also receive testimony from 
those who have concerns 
about the noise generated by 
planes taking off or landing at 
the airport. 

County officials stressed 
that the purpose of the hearing 
is twofold: To provide local 
and area residents with infor- 
mation regarding the pro- 
posed implementation of the 
air traffic noise abatement 
procedures and to give them 
an opportunity to study an 
noise impact study. 

In the meantime, top city 
and township officials last 
week met with Wayne County 
Executive Edward H. 
McNamara and his staff for an 
update on the airport noise 
problem and related issues, 
such as the acquisition of land 
to accommodate the airport 
expansion program.

Also at the meeting was 
John Zech city manager of 
Wayne, who said the dialogue 
was interesting and offered lo- 
cal officials an opportunity* to 
stay abreast at what is happen 
ing in the area of noise abate 
ment. 

“It seems that after the air 
port initiated its new depar 
ture patterns, with the planes 
departing to the south of the 
airport, we have had fewer 
complaints about the noise.’* 
Zech said. “And we haven't 
had any calls to speak of. 

Those attending the public 
hearing in Romulus will have 
an opportunity to peruse a 
draft of the Environmental Im- 
pact Statement for the Imple- 
mentation of Air Traffic Control 
Noise Abatement Procedures at 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport 


The document offers a sum- 
mary of what residents and c it 
izens may anticipate when the 
airport expansion is com 
pleted and the subsequent im- 
pact to the area because of the 
additional air traffic 

FAA and Wayne County offi 
cials will attend the public 
hearing and discuss air traffic 
control procedures and results 
of the Environmental Impact 
Study. They said they will an- 
swer concerns and questions 
from the public. 

Also, the hearing will be 
staged in a format similar to a 
workshop. Residents will have 
an opportunity to present testi- 
mony pertaining to the pro- 
posed procedures. 

County officials said that a 
court reporter and hearing of- 
ficer will be on hand to record 
and make transcripts of the 
testimony. Those who wish to 
testify are urged to contact 
Douglas Powers at 313-7899 or 
the Wayne County* Noise Czar 
Sean Brosman at 942 3792. 

According to county offi- 
cials and documents, the pro- 
posed noise abatement 
procedures will include: 

• Fan all north flow depar- 
tures in an equitable dispersal 
pattern on heading 350 de- 
grees clockwise to 050 degrees: 

• Fan south flow departures 
on headings between 185 de- 
grees clockwise to 235 degrees; 

• Use runways 21L/R/C as 
the prin ary noise abatement 
configuration with a seven- 
knot tail wind component 
preferential south flow); 

• Use opposite direction 
nighttime operation 

- arrivals and departures 
south of the airport - from mid- 
night to 6 a.m. when feasible. 


Local Red Cross volunteer honored

Education funding increased 


High school students who 
want to attend college may 
Find it easier to obtain financ- 
ing thanks to a bill approved 
by members of the United 
States House of Representa- 
tives this week. 

The bill which is an amend- 
ment to the Higher Education 
Act was designed by Congress- 
man William D. Ford and 
members of the House Com- 
mittee on Education and La- 
bor, which is chaired by Ford. 

“This is a good day for the 
tax-paying working and mid- 
dle income families of the 15th 
Congressional District,” Ford 
said in a prepared statement. 

‘ With the House passing the 
new Higher Education Act, 
we’ve lowered some of the fi- 
nancial barriers to higher edu- 
cation and better job training 
for students and workers in 
our part of Michigan. We have 
opened doors of educational 
opportunity and provided ac- 
cess to job training so our peo- 
ple can fit into the workforce 
of the future.*’ 

Some of the changes in- 
clude increased funding avail 
able for Pell Grants, changes 


in requirements to obtain a 
Stafford Loan, more funding 
for middle class families with 
household incomes greater 
than $30,000, increased child 
care support for non- 
traditional students and stu- 
dents who could not obtain fi- 
nancial aid because their 
family owned a home, farm or 
had equity in a business will 
now be able to receive finan- 
cial aid. 

“This bill is one of the most 
inclusive efforts of Congress,” 
Ford said. “We have paid at- 
tention to the special needs of 
educators throughout Michi- 
gan. " 

Ford emphasized the impor- 
tance of job training. “The 
strength and status of the 
United States depends on our 
ability to compete economi- 
cally,” he said. “The access to 
education and job training 
made available to Michigan 
residents by the Higher Edu- 
cation Act will assure our 
share of America’s success.”

“It is important to note, 
though, that the financial aid 
programs authorized by the 
Higher Education Act do not 
serve just students in tradi- 
tional higher education pro- 
grams,’’ Ford said. “Whether 
in a white collar or blue collar 
career track, anyone has equal 
access to federal education 
funds." 

Each year, approximately 
$10 billion dollars is appropri- 
ated for financial aid pro- 
grams. Of that amount, 
approximately $6 billion is 
awarded to students who at- 
tend post secondary occupa- 
tional and vocational 
programs, according to Ford. 

“This makes the Higher Ed- 
ucation Act the largest source 
of federal support for job 
training," Ford said. “In addi- 
tion, the student financial aid 
programs make a vital contri- 
bution to employee retraining 
since over half of those receiv- 
ing federal student aid are 
working part-time or are over 
tht^Sge^f ft!** 8 

The Higher Education Act 
was first approved in 1965. ac- 
cording to Ford.

Students given mock interviews

Graduating Romulus High 
School seniors face a tough job 
market search this year, be- 
cause of the slumping regional 
economy. 

In an attempt to offer some 
help to students, the Romulus 
schools Business Partnership 
for Education program has 
been busy preparing seniors 
for that limited job market-by 
giving them all the skills and 
confidence needed to tackle 
their first job interviews. 

Following weeks of class- 
room training under the guid- 
ance of Phyllis Cebulla, 20 
seniors engaged in 20-minute 
mock interviews with area 
business personnel officials 
last Thursday. Earlier sessions 
planned last winter were can- 
celled by a heavy snowstorm. 

“Half of the time was spent 
in actually engaging in an in- 
terview with department 
heads or personnel depart- 
ment representatives/* 
Cebulla said, “and the remain- 


der of the time was spent with 
the personnel representative 
critiquing the student’s effort 
during the interview.” 

Each senior taking part in 
the program learned how to 
conduct an interview 
professionally-and then got an 
instant feedback on how he- 
or-she did. The senior can now 
use that critique to improve 
his-or-her interview style. 

Terence B.H. Sims, manager 
of the Manufacturing Engi- 
neering Division of Aztec Man- 
ufacturing Corp of Romulus, 
commented that he felt the 
sessions with the students 
went well. “We were able to 
give them some valuable 
guidelines in their job search 
efforts. 

“We wanted to help them 
reach their goals,” Sims said, 
“and we tried as hard as we 
could to do that effectively last 
Thursday.’* 

In addition to Aztec, the 
students -based on their ca- 
reer goals- were interviewed 
at General Motors, Wood- 
bridge Corp. or Edgewood Tool 
and Manufacturing Co. 


“The effort we are extend- 
ing this year,” Cebulla said “is 
to show students how to be 
prepared-by applying to ap- 
propriate firms, dressing prop- 
erly for interviews, preparing’ 
to put themselves in the best 
possible light and finally 
knowing their own strongest 
marketable points.” 

The partnership program is 
designed to help the student 
make a positive transition 
from the school to the work 
place by emphasizing three 
skills-academic, personal and 
teamwork, Cebulla concluded. 

Ed Clark, coordinator of the 
Partnership for Education pro- 
gram, said it was exciting to 
hear the student’s reactions 
aboard the bus while return- 
ing from the personnel set 
sions. 

“They took the constructive 
criticism well,” Clark said, 
“and the sessions opened their 
eyes for possible job oppor- 
tunities beyond the fast food 
range. One even was given the 
interviewer’s telephone nu- 
mber to use as a reference.” 


Noise solutions still sought 


At a recent quarterly 
meeting with Wayne County 
Executive Edward H. 
McNamara, local mayors and 
township supervisors ex- 
pressed their concerns about 
airport noise. 

Wayne Mayor Ken War- 
field and Romulus Mayor 
Beverly McAnally ques- 
tioned McNamara about the 
time line for property acqui- 
sition near the airport. 

“They are done with their 
test frame now, so we made 
our concerns known that we 
have more noise problems,” 
Warfield said. 

McAnally was very firm 
about making sure the fami- 
lies and businesses most af 
fected by the noise are 
considered. 

Detroit Metropolitan 
Wayne County Airport offi 
cials are constructing 40-foot 
berms to relieve the ground 
level noise from spreading 
from the airport to neighbor- 
hoods adjoining the airport. 

McAnally inquired about 
the continued growth of the 
airport and its affect on Ro- 
mulus real estate property 
and the roads surrounding 
the airport. 

McNamara said he appre 
ciated the input by McAnally 
and Warfield on the issues 
they raised on behalf of the 
residents. 


“I know they both are 
hearing it about the noise 
from their residents,** 
McNamara said. “And, I want 
them to rest assured we will 
continue to do as much as we 
can to put an end to this.” 

McNamara said the local 
officials which also include 
Livonia Mayor Robert Ben 
nett; Inkster Mayor Edward 
Bivens; Dearborn Mayor Mic- 
hael Guido; Taylor Mayor 
Cameron Priebe; Sumpter 
Township Trustee Arness 
Cox, and Garden City Mayor 
James Plakas were very chal 
lenging. 

“Beverly, for example, was 
most concerned that any 
business and residents who 
have to be relocated, be able 
to remain in Romulus,” 
McNamara said. “And 1 
couldn’t agree with her 
more.” 

Since the Federal Avia- 
tion Administration (FAA) 
recently completed a 180 day 
test of flight patterns over 
areas surrounding the air 
port, the county has been 
preparing for an Environ 
mental Impact Study (EIS) by 
the FAA, which will decide if 
the largely popular test flight 
patterns will be imple 
mented on a permanent 
basis. 

McNamara asked local 
leaders for their assistance 


and input 

“Where our local officials, 
especially Mayors McAnally 
and Warfield, have been so 
helpful is in helping us de- 
cide exactly what the scope 
of the EIS will be,” 
McNamara said. “Each of 
these communities has a 
large stake in this issue and 
we want to make certain all 
of their concerns are ad- 
dressed in the study. 

“They have all been vocal, 
and we appreciate that.’’ 

On addition to the study 
that has already taken place 
as a result of the meetings is 
the fanning out of departures 
to the south of the airport. 
This will be in addition to the 
actions taken during the 180 
day test period. 

McNamara said if another 
concern arises for a local 
community after the meet 
ings, requests can be submit 
ted in writing and he urges 
mayors and supervisors to do 
so. 

He also said that he wants 
to assure citizens they will 
have ample opportunity to 
comment on the proposed air 
traffic changes during public 
hearings and by calling the 
airport s noise hotline at 942- 
3222 

The county expects to 
complete the EIS by October 
of this year

trict low MEAP scores and 
feels that her financial back- 
ground should be an asset to 
the school board. 

Hoffman said, “I am dis- 
turbed that a student in our 
schools could achieve an A av- 
erage and still not be able to 
pass the MEAP tests.” 

In addition, she said, “Our 
children are too often told that 
although they may have excel- 
led in the Romulus School Dis- 
trict, they cannot compete with 
children of other school dis- 
tricts, when it comes to col- 
lege.” 

Capron, who moved to Ro- 
mulus in August 1991, said she 
was inspired to seek a school 
board position because of the 
limited parental involvement 
within the school district. 

A former Illinois resident, 
Capron also feels the current 
school board is a “rubber 
stamp” for the administration 
and feels that the teacher con- 


tract needs to be settled as 
quickly as possible. 

Capron said she attended a 
meeting of area school parents 
and was, “impressed with com- 
ments from out-of-town par- 
ents, who said she was lucky to 
move to a town with such a 
good school system.” 

She said they asked her how 
much research she had done 
to select Romulus schools and 
said she had done none. “We 
just liked the house we pur- 
chased in Romulus and were 
lucky to get a fine school sys- 
tem at the same time.” 

Capron said she was urged 
by school authorities to repeat 
her comment to local mothers 
and was discouraged to find 
they were “outraged” with her 
views. 

Calhoun, 47, who has served 
on a credit union board for 
more than 10 years, claims she 
is running in an effort, “to curb 
the waste of taxpayers dollars 
by the school administration.” 

The mother of a high school 
student, she has lived all her 
life in Romulus and is a 1963 
graduate of Romulus Senior 
High School.

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Mapping out plans 

Senators pleased with redistricting

The redrawn state legisla- 
tive districts may be frustrat- 
ing for most and too 
complicated for some, but lo- 
cal lawmakers came out of the 
remapping of their present 
districts relatively unscathed. 

“We lost Taylor but picked 
up some of the downriver com- 
munities,” said Senator Bill 
Faust, “The reapportioned dis- 
trict really doesn’t have any 
significant changes. Politi- 
cally, it went from a 54 percent 
Democratic-base to 53 per- 
cent/' 

Faust, who will be complet- 
ing his 25th year in the Senate 
in December, is the dean of the 
Michigan Senate. He added 
that he is pleased with the re- 
mapped version of the district. 

“I will miss so my friends in 
Taylor, but I am looking for- 
ward to renewing acquain- 
tances in Canton and the 
downriver areas,” Faust con- 
tinued. “When I first came to 
the Senate I represented Can- 
ton.” 

Faust’s district, presently 
the 12th, will be renamed the 
8th. Also, Senator George Hart 
(D-Dearborn), who district in- 
cludes Inkster, will find him- 
self in the revamped 6th- 
district. 

The new 8th-district will in- 
corporate most of the old 12th, 
including Westland, Wayne, 
Romulus, Van Buren, Huron

and Sumpter townships and 
Belleville, but it adds the 
southern part of Canton 
Township and some of the 
downriver communities of 
Woodhaven, Flat Rock, Brown- 
stown and Gibraltar. 

Is Faust heading for a show- 
down with Christopher Dingell 
(7th- District), who presently 
represents the downriver area 
and is the son of John Dingell 
(D-Dearborn), a political pow- 
erbroker who has served in 
Congress for the past two de- 
cades? 

“No,” said Faust. “Chris has 
announced that he will seek 
re-election in the new district 
and not in the 8th.” 

The senatorial seats are not 
up for re-election until 1994. 

In the meantime, the re- 
vised 10th senatorial district, 
will be called the 6th, and the 
incumbent, Senator George 
Hart, also said he didn’t have 


any problems with redrawn 
district. 

The new district will in- 
clude Inkster, Garden City, 
Dearborn, Dearborn Heights 
and pick up the city of Allen 
Park, while it will lose Melvin 
dale. 

“He’s pleased (with the re- 
districting),” said David Wy- 
gonik, Hart’s spokesperson. 
“It’s not only a strong Demo- 
cratic community, but, aside 
from the party politics, these 
communities have a common 
interest and the senator is 
looking forward to represen 
ting them in Lansing.” 

The architect of the new leg- 
islative districts was a three- 
judge panel appointed to re- 
draw the districts. The reap- 
portionment is mandated by 
the Constitution, and is based 
on the 1990 census. 

The state Supreme Court 
has approved the reapportion- 
ment plan for all of the 38 state 
senate districts, but is review- 
ing five of the 110 House dis- 
tricts because of challenges. 
Incumbents in those districts 
feel the revisions violated the 
federal Voting Rights Act. 

The five challenges do not 
involve local lawmakers or dis- 
tricts. 

Candidates seeking a state 
House seat have until May 12 
to file nominating petitions. 
There will be an Aug. 4 pri- 
mary to narrow the field of 
candidates for the November 
general election. 


Judge plans to seek re-election 


A longtime district court 
judge has announced his plans 
to seek re- election on the No- 
vember ballot 

Thirty-fourth District Court 
Judge Henry Zaborowski, who 
has served as a district court 
judge for 18 years, made his 
announcement at a campaign 
organizational meeting at- 
tended by supporters from the 
five communities served by 
the district court The jurisdic- 
tion of the court encompasses 
the cities of Belleville and Ro- 
mulus and the townships of 
Van Buren, Sumpter and 
Huron. 

During his tenure, 
Zaborowski has been instru- 
mental in implementing many 
innovations to the court: the 
recent court expansion, the ad- 
dition of a third judge and the 
mediation of all cases prior to 
trial. 

“There is a movement 
throughout the country to find 
alternate ways to settle dis- 
putes,” Zaborowski said. “We 
have mediation of all cases 
prior to trial, and we find that 
many of them can be settled 
through mediation with a sav- 
ings of attorney fees and trial 
time. Small claims cases also 
ire mediated, and 90 percent 
of them are settled. It is work- 
ing well, and we expect to see 
mediation being used to settle 
neighborhood disputes in the 
future. We are hoping that 
some federal funds will be- 
come available to implement 
neighborhood mediation pro- 
grams.” 

Zaborowski, a 51-year resi- 
dent of Van Buren Township, 
attended Belleville High 
School. He is a graduate of De- 
troit Institute of Technology 
where he received bachelor 


degrees in business adminis- 
tration and law. He received 
his legal training from the De- 
troit College of Law, which he 
attended on a scholarship. 

After receiving his bachelor 
of law and juris doctor de- 
grees, Zaborowski received ad- 
vanced professional education 
in the Comparative Judicial 
Study at the Michigan State 
University, the Insitute of 
Criminology at Cambridge 
University and the British 
Academy of Forensic Sci- 
ences, both in England, and 
the National College of the 
State Judiciary at the Univer- 
sity of Nevada. 

Zaborowski is the former 
president of the Great Lakes 
Steel local union and served 
on the International Wage Po- 
lice Committee. As a practic- 
ing attorney, he was attorney 
for Sumpter Township and the 
Romulus School Board. 

He is a member of the Sub- 
urban Bar Association, Michi- 
gan Bar Association, Florida 
Bar Association and the Amer- 
ican Judicature Society. 
Zaborowski is admitted to 
practice in all state courts in 
Michigan, including the Michi- 
gan Supreme Court, as well as 
in Florida, the Supreme Court 
of the United States and the 
Federal District Court. He is 
also a former member of the 
Panel of Arbitrators of the 
American Arbitration Associa- 
tion. 

Zaborowski is a U.S. Army 
veteran and a member of the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, the 
Polish League of American 
Veterans, Polish National Alli- 
ance and U.S. Power Squad- 
ron.

Guilty by 
association 

The recent public outrage regarding the alleged impro- 
prieties in Washington D.C. are somewhat confusing to us. 

Have we not all known for years that those elected to 
federal office enjoy privileges and courtesies unknown to 
the common man. Why is it with such shock, surprise and 
outrage voters discover that these men of our government 
receive special treatment unknown and unaccorded 
others? 

We speak, primarily, of the recently revealed banking 
privileges these individuals enjoyed and the shock waves 
of dismay and disapproval which have undulated across 
the country with the revelations of the manner in which 
these elected representatives handled their banking ac- 
counts.

Why are these individuals criminals because they 
availed themselves of a privilege and a courtesy which 
seemed to be a mark of their elected status? 

Because today people are angry. The economy has af- 
fected each and every one of us and made our lives more 
difficult. People are looking for solutions to the hunger 
and poverty they see depicted each night on the news. 
People in America are feeling the results of poorly- cho- 
sen leaders with no policies or attitudes and policies 
which have not been successful. 

We, each of us, wants an end to the recession in our 
economy.

Resident offers 
financial advice to 
school district

There is plenty of money in 
the Wayne-Westland Commu 
nity Schools coffers now. But 
there will not be plenty for- 
ever. Therefore, something mst 
be done by the board of educa- 
tion now to assure tha‘ cost- 
saving efforts are in operation 

The effect of the 7.75 mill in 
crease in June 1991 has not hit 
most homewoners yet. Only 
those who pay their property' 
taxes directly have seen the 
huge increases in July and De 
cember. Most homeowners 
who pay their taxes through 
their mortgage escrow will not 
fee! the effect of the huge tax 


increase until the mortgage 
companies adjust their house 
payments in February or 
March. 

The the $4.4 million fund 
balance which was accumu- 
lated without the 7.75 mills 
will look even bigger. In June 
1992, when the projected fund 
balance is $8.7 million, those 
tax increases will look enor- 
mous. 

What can be done now? 

Two things need to take 
place at the end of the 1992 
school year, and must begin 
now to happen then. 

1) The ninth grade students 
need to be transferred to the 
high schools in September 
1992. 

In the process of complying 
with the Schools of Choice 
within a school district in the 
1992-93 school year, the high 
school enrollments must be 
adjusted to equalize the nu- 
mber of students and to guar- 
antee racial balance per the 
impending legislation. 

When this has been done, 
then the option is to create 
middle schools with grades 
six, seven and eight; or to keep 
grades seven and eight to- 
gether, and be able to close a 
junior high building. If the 
middle school option is cho- 
sen, the possibility exists for 
closing three elementary 
buildings whose enrollments 
will drop below 300. 

2) At the same time, an 
Early Retirement Incentive for 
all staff must be inaugurated. 

The aging staff must be en- 
couraged to retire early so that 
replacements receiving half 
the salary can be hired, or lay- 
offs from “downsizing” can be 
kept at a minimum. In the pro- 
cess of trimming the staff, a 
complete reorganziation of the 
administration to comply with 
the Public Act 25 concept of 
site-based decision making 
can also be accomplished. 

In these days of transition, 
the board of education must 
provide the necessary leader 
ship to cut operational costs 
before another contrived or 
real emergency occurs again.

Two years ago, many of the ^ 
seniors decided to have a bus 4 y 
of our own, “Westland Senior /tf 
Citizen Friendship Bus.” We 
approached director Sylvia * 
Kozorosy-Wiacek with our fl 
ideas. Mrs. Wiacek placed our 
wishes before the mayor. 

We. the seniors, were then 
notified that the city would do- I 
nate $75,000 seed money to en- ! 
able us to start our project, our 
dream, a bus of our own. 

We progressed to make our I 
dream come true. We raised ; 
money by hard work: bake j 
sales, raffles, parties, dinners, 1 
private senior monetary dona- i 
tions and donations from pri- 
vate Westland businesses. 

We also opened up the op 
tion for personal donations 
and donations from businesses 
to purchase seats on the bus. A 
$500 donation bought a seat on 
the bus with an engraved 
plaque, indicating the donor’s 
name or dedicating the seat in 
memory’ of a loved one. 

Our dream for our bus was a 
hard one to accomplish. We ! 
tirelessly worked toward our 
goal. After two years, we 
raised over $62 000 On Dec. 16, i 
1991 the city council passed J 
the resolution that we would | 
hive- our bus

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Suddenly, in 1992. we were 
told that the resolution passed 
in 1991 was void, and we would 
have to install a wheelchair 
lift on the bus. 

This would mean a loss of 12 
seats and $6,000 from donors. 
This money would have to be 
returned to the poeople pur- 
chasing the seats. We were 
also told it was illegal to have a 
bus without a lift. 

We investigated and found it 
was perfectly legal because 
our bus was a demand/ 
response service, not a fixed 
route charter bus, and that a 
bus without a lift may be pur- 
chased as long as an alternate 
sendee was provided for indi- 
viduals with disabilities. This 
information was obtained 
from: R. Lopez from the Fed- 
eral Transit Administration, 
Washington, D. C.; Tom Enge, 
Urban Mass Transportation 
Administration, Office of 
Grant Mangement, Washing- 
ton, D. C.; Senator Bill Faust, 
citing information obtained 
from Phil Kazmiersky, Michi- 
gan Department of Transporta- 
tion; and Don Dirks, Suburban 
Mobility Authority Regional 
Transportation (SMART bus 
line). 

We were then accused of the 
immorality of not wanting 
wheelchair partiepants on our 
bus. 

Not so! Did you not hear at 
the council meeting that Red 
Holman was donating a 15- 
passenger van? The seniors 
would contribute to the instal- 
lation of the lift. Also, West- 
haven Manor (a sister facility 
of Westgate Towers) offered 
the use of their van with a lift 
any time it was needed. 

All this information was dis- 
torted, saying we were dis- 
criminating against the 
wheelchair people by seg- 
regating them. Not so! We, the 
seniors, would also ride in the 
van. It would not be segrega- 
tion; it would be an extension 
of the planned tour enabling 
more of our senior group to 
also attend these functions. 

It was mentioned that the 
wheelchair people would miss 
the fun of games, playing 
cards, etc., in the van. If we did 
this on the bus, it would be ap- 
plicable to the 15 passengers 
in the van. We are talking 
transportation, not fun and 
games. 

No one listened to us; no 
one cared about our side of 
this situation. They claimed 
we were dicriminating against 
the handicapped. Not so! If 
there is any discrimination, it 
is against the seniors. 

In your paper, you claimed 
we were rude to Mr. Pickering. 
Let me rimind you of his rude- 
ness to Sylvia Kozorosky- 
Wiacek when she asked to 
speak on our behalf. He 
bluntly refused her. Only then 
did we boo him, and he was 
forced to let her speak. That 
was discrimination. We also 
say, “dirty politics.” 

It would seem Mr. Pickering 
is playing God. He decided we 
could not have representation 
from our own director. He did 
not even take a vote with the 
council. He completely ig- 
nored the written request from 
three of the council members, 
Terri Reighard-Johnson, 
Sandra Cicirelli and Glenn 
Anderson, stating that every 
organization had a right to be 
represented by its director. 

At the final voting session of 
the council, Mr. Pickering 
stated: “I have a right to 
change my mind.” He com- 
pletely changed his vote at this 
session from his vote in 1991 
agreeing to the bus. 

Not good enough, Mr. Pick- 
ering. Yes, you have a right to 
change your mind, but you are 
a public figure put there by the 
citizens and seniors of West- 
land. Where are the valid, true 
reasons for changing your 
mind? Discrimination against 
the seniors. Dirty politics. 

We proved the legality of ob- 
taining a bus without a lift. We 
proved we care about the 
wheelchair people by provid- 
ing special transportaion for 
those that are 55 years and 
over residing in Westland and 
members of our Friendship 
Senior Center, which is also 
open to 12,000 seniors of West- 
land. There is no question of 
our morality. We are blame- 
less. 

All this was ignored and dis- 
tored as well as a complete 
disregard for our dream and 
hard work which meant noth 
ing to the council president, 
Mr. Pickering, Ken Mehl; 
Sharon Scott and Mr. Brown 
We didn’t expect Ken Mehl 


and Sharon Scott to vote 
against each other. We repeat 
Sharon Scott is Ken Melds 
mother-in-law. We have a true 
nepotism situation, which we 
will rectify 

We, the seniors of Westland, 
were accused of discrimina- 
tion. Isn’t it the other way 
around? We seniors are in an 
age bracket of 55 years to over 
90 years. We need to aheeive 
our dream. This is not just a 
handful of 750 seniors in a 
travel club writing this. There 
are over 2,000 members at the 
Friendship Center. All have 
contributed in one way or an- 
other toward this bus. What 
started out as a sincere en- 


deavor toward a dream and a 
goal has been blown out of pro- 
portion. thanks to the city 
council members who are 
playing vendetta politics. 

Remember, there at 12,000 
seniors in Westland paying 
taxes and voting. 

The headlines in the paper 
stated that the senior bus will 
have a lift. We, the seniors, do 
not want the bus with the lift. 

We negotiated to buy a bus 
with our own designs, etc., a 
bus to use on tours and outings 
to replace our old bus (bought 
in 1978 for a cost of $52,000). 

We were willing to keep on 
striving to raise more funds 
above the donation ff $75,000 


from the city of Westland. In 
reality, the city of Westland 
was going to have a brand new 
bus for seniors with only a 
$25,000 new investment that 
would last over 15 years. 

We worked hard to raise the 
$62,000 plus for our bus, and 
are entitled to have our 
monies refunded. We do want 
our money refunded. 

The smears that have been 
printed about Sylvia 
Kozorosky-Wiaeek, our direc- 
tor, are definitely unfounded 
and political. She has alwyas 
been fair and honest in any sit- 
uation. She has always helped 
anyone who asked for her as- 
sistance in any situation, not 


only in Westland but from all 
areas. Her integrity speaks for 
itself. 

The proof that this is a poli- 
cial vendetta is the splash The 
W esland Eagle Associated News - 
papers printed against Sylvia 
Kozorosky-Wiacek-not true. 
She has always adhered to and 
supported all legalities and 
rules of any situation. The in- 
tegrity of The Westland Eagle is 
certainly in jeapordy to print 
such information with no 
proof. But is does prove their 
venomous political vendetta 
against Sylvia Kozorosk- 
Wiacek and the seniors.

Youngster loses toe 
in escalator accident

For an 8-year-old Canton 
Township girl, a shopping trip 
to Crowley’s in Livonia Mall 
March 25 was more expensive 
than anticipated, costing her 
part of her left big toe. 

While going up an escalator, 
Nichole Caincross* shoelace 
became entagled in an escala- 
tor, pulling her left foot into 
the automated stairs and caus- 
ing her foot to get caught in the 
upper plate of the escalator, 
accordingto accounts of the in- 
cident. 

“It all happened one-two- 
three,” said Cheryl Caincross, 
Nichole’s mother. “My son and 
I were right behind her, five or 
six steps. Once it got hold, it 
just kept pulling.” 

Emergency units of the Liv- 
onia Fire Department re- 
sponded and used pry bars to 
dislodge Nichole’s foot, but it 
was too late and her left big 
toe was partially amputated in 
the accident, according to offi- 
cial reports. 

The Canton youngster was 
taken to Botsford General Hos- 
pital in Farmington Hills. Two 
and a half hours of surgery 
were needed to repair 
Nichole’s foot, which had all 
five toes fractured and re- 
quired stiches inside and out, 
her mother said. 

“I just wanted to get her 
home,” Caincross said. “When 
it happened, she must have 
gone into shock because she 


was just too good.” 

Her mother characterized 
the third-grader at Hoben Ele- 
mentary as a youngster who 
loved the outdoors and was 
looking forward to spring. With 
her twin brother, Cory, about 
to start playing soccer and her 
plans for gymnastic classes, 
Caincross said this spring 
could be an anxious time for 
Nichole. 

“Unless it heals real fast, 
she’s going to get frustrated,” 
said Caincross. “She won’t be 
able to do things she is used to 
doing. I think it’s really going 
to start bothering her.” 

Caincross said it is prema- 
ture to say if Nichole will have 
any permanent disabilities be- 
cause of the accident. Nichole, 
who came home from the hos- 
pital Wednesday, is currently 
undergoing physical therapy 
three times a week, Caincross 
said. 

“The little girl was tremen- 
dous,” said Mike Toloff, vice 
president of stores and opera- 
tions for Crowley’s. “She was a 
brave little girl. 

“It was a freak thing,” he ad- 
ded. “We had just had the esca- 
lators inspected by the state. 
The checks were all fine.” 

While Toloff said he does 
not expect a lawsuit against 
the store, Caincross stated that 
is a question that has yet to be 
answered. 

“I’m seeking legal counsel,” 
Caincross said. “I’m looking at 
my options and really can’t say 
anything at this time.”

Bernie Kent, tax partner 
from Coopers and Lybrand, of- 
fers the following tips if you 
must burn the midnight oil 
come tax day, or are looking 
ahead to filing next year. 

• Job hunting expenses can 
be deductible. Telephone 
calls, travel expenses, employ- 
ment agency fees, and resume 
costs are some of the itemized 
expenses that are deductible. 
Only the amount of the miscel- 
laneous itemized deductions 
that exceeds 2 percent of ad- 
justed gross income is deduct- 
ible. “To claim any of these 
deductions, the expenses must 
be for seeking a job in your 
present line of work,” Kent 
said. “This does not include 
career changes.” 

• Employees who did not 
make adjustments for the de- 
crease in federal withholdings 
enacted by President George 
Bush automatically began hav- 
ing around $5 less in federal 
taxes withheld each week be- 
ginning March 1. This will 
amount to approximately $200 
or $300 less taxes withheld at 
the end of the year. Notify your 
employer if you want the taxes 
withheld, Kent said.
